Northern Industries: A Belf 


Linen Trade and America 
A Page of 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Saturday. 


T the close of: another year Northern 
industries find themselves in a better 
sition and with brighter prospects than 

lee several years past. Although the ship- 

building tonnage output, and consequently 
the number of men employed, was not so 

treat as in the previous year, when 
“gh Harland and Wolff secured the 
blue ribband for the largest tonnage out, 
the outlook for the industry in the coming 
year is not unsatisfactory. he linen, 
tobacco, rope-making and a number of 
engineering establishments have been 
doing well, and this prosperity is likely to 
continue. 

There has been general disappointment 

that greater results have not been achieved 

from the New Industries Ea mo 

Act. This measure enabled the Govern- 

ment to assist new industries by contribut- 

ing a percentage to the calculated rent 
payable on the sites of the new works. It 
also enabled local authorities to grant 
exemption from rates to new industries. 

Unfortunately, only a few concerns have 

taken advantage of these facilities. 

The most important new industry 

started in Northern Ireland is the aircraft 

factory in Belfast, established by Messrs. 

Short and Harland, a combination of the 

aircraft firm of Short Brothers and 

Harland and Wolff's. This factory is 

being erected rapidly, and it is possible 

that the production of the largest type of 
aircraft will commence in the new year, 
giving employment eventually to about 

2,000 men. 

The Government %s being urged to con- 

tinue the facilities offered by the New In- 

dustries (Development) Act, and it is 
understood that it intends to do so. 

Greater efforts, however, should be made 

to bring the attractions of Northern Ireland 

as a place for new industries before in- 
dustrial leaders in Great Britain. Over 

a dozen new industries a being 

established in Sonth Wa and 

similar arrangements are being made in 
other distressed areas in Great Britain. 

While Northern Ireland can hardly be 

classed as a ‘‘distressed area ” in the 

same degree, it is well known that the 
rate of unemployment in Northern Ireland 
is higher than in any part of Great 

Britain except the distressed area of South 

Wales. 

lt is, 


therefore, entitled to 
greater consideration in a common 
fiscal and financial system than it is 
now receiving. If during the coming 
year a determined effort were made 
by the Northern Government to im- 
press upon Westminster the necessity for 
Northern Ireland receiving full recogni- 
tion of its ‘“‘unity’’ with Great Britain, 
it would have an indirect advantage upon 
industrial expansion. At present many in 
Great Britain regard Northern Ireland as 
a small, separate entity, compelled to hive 
upon its own resources, while it should 
be made clear that it is as much a part 
of the United Kingdom as Yorkshire or 
South Wales. 
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A Belfast Exhibition 


In order to expand industrial activity 
several suggestions have been made in 
Belfast recently that an Internationa! or 
Empire Exhibition should be held in the 
city, either in 1938 or 1939. A large under- 
taking of this kind would require intense 
organisation and, possibly, the establish- 
ment of a guarantee fund. It would, how- 
ever, be a notable achievement, in which 
the Northern Government, the Belfast 
Corporation, Tourist Development Associa- 
tion, and Industrial Development Associa- 
tion, and the various steamship and rail- 
way companies might co-operate, and the 
advantages to the city and the industry of 
Northern Ireland would be incalculable. 
The larger project of an international 
exhibition would attract tonrista not only 


from. Great Britain, but ail parts of 
Europe and America. 
Last year an international exhibition 


was held at Brussels, and was a distinct 
attraction to visitors on the Continent. 
and next year an exhibition is to be hell 
in Paris. Now that Belfast is the capital 
of a State, an exhibition of this character 
would place it more definitely on the map 
as an industrial and tourist centre. Such 
an exhibition might be held at one of the 
city perks—Ormeau, Botanic Gardens. 
Hazelwood, or at Seaview—or ground 
might be acquired at Glengormley for the 
erection of the necessary buildings on a 
short lease. It is many years since there 
was an exhibition im Belfast, and since 
then there have. been. exhibitions. in 
Dublin, Cork and Glasgow. Many 
members of the Belfast Corporation are in 
favour of the idea. and it is not im 
provable that in the new year a con- 
ference of various organisations and public 
bodies will be held to consider the 
feasibility of the proposal. Even if the 
larger project is not entered upon, it may 
be possible to organise an Empire Exhibi 
tion; which would bring the outstanding 
má of Northern Ireland, Great 

riain and the Dominions before the 
public. 


Air Raid Precautions 


When the Northern Parliament re 
assembles in March legislation will be 
rushed through both Houses to enable loca! 
authorities to bring into operation exten- 
sive schemes of air raid precautions. The 
Government acted wisely a few months ago 
in setting up a Committee to inquire into 
the whole subject, and the Committee, 
under the energetic chairmanship of 
| Colonel A. RF. G. Gordon. D.S.O., M.P.. 
has not been siow in issuing a comprehen- 
sive and valuable report. 
assume that, owing to its geographical! 
position, Northern Ireland would be vir- 
tually immune from attack from the air 
but the Committee point out that with 
the ever-increasing speod and range of 
aeroplanes Northern Ireland is no less 


vulnerable than many ports of Great 
Britain. With large shipbuilding yards,

The provision of gas masks 
and of precautions against fire from in- 
cendiary bombs, is, therefore, necessary, 
and as these things cannot be provided 
at a moment’s notice, nor can the necessary 
organisativ) be improvised, it is essential 
that schemes should be prepared well in 
advance. 

The recommendations of the report pro- 
viding for co-operation between local aa- 
i thorities and the training of the civil 
population will be adopted and put into 
practice at the earliest opportunity. It 
is recognised, however, that the real de- 
fence of Belfast against air attack must 
be by close co-operation with the British 
Air Force. Warnings of approaching 
danger will be given, no doubt, when air 
fleets are known to have passed over Great 
Britain. Similar warnings will be issued 
to intercept these aeroplanes on their re-

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Linen Trade and America 


The United States of America afford the 
largest export market for Irish linen. They 
take more linen goods than all the British 
During the past few 
years the export of lmen goods to America 
has steadily increased, although the 
quantity is still far short of the amount 
exported before the War. Two years ago 
there was an important change in the 
fiscal policy of the United States through 
the inauguration of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreement Act, passed in 1934. This Act 
gave the United States Government power, 
without further legislation, to make 
mutual agreements with other nations for 
the reduction of tariffs up to 50 per cent. 
It is somewhat similar in scope to the 
powers used by Mr. Runciman in devising 
trade agreements on behalf of the British 
Government. 

The United States send into the United 
Kingdom over £80,000,000 worth of goods, 
which is considerably more than the 
amount they take from Great Britain. It 
has been suggested in the British Parlia- 
ment that a trade agreement should be 
made between Great Britain and the 
United States which would be more advan- 
tageous to British trade, and it has been 
admitted that an exchange of views of a 
purely informal and explanatory character 
has taken place. In amy such negotia- 
tions it is to be hoped that the linen 
industry will secure a big modification of 
tariff restrictions ; for the linen exports do 
not compete to any considerable extent 
with American industry. This is a point 
of view which the linen industry and the 
Northern Ministry of Commerce, no doubt, 
are keeping before the Department of 
Overseas Trade. Many American exports 
are admitted free to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. The free entry of Irish 
linen into America would be a great 
stimulus to the industry. 


Civic Developments 
There have been considerable develop- 
ments in Belfast during the past year, 


end this municipal activity has been 
reviewed in the annual reports of the 
heads of the various civic departments, 


Mr. R. B. Donald. M.Inst.C. FE. 
Engineer and Surveyor), points out that 
during the year the number of plans 
approved for all classes of buildings was 
4.715, and the estimated cost of the 
structures was £1,662,799. Among the 
buildings sanctioned were 3.239 dwelling- 
houses, five factories and workshops, 195 
shops, offices. warehouses and other 
business premises, 18 churches, schools 
and public buildings, 403 other buildings, 
and alterations and additions to existing 
buildings, and 855 motor garages, prin- 
cipally at private dwellings. During the 
year 5.220 subsidy and 700 ló Te x 
houses were erected, and there are still 
460 in course of erection. This is a large 
amount of work, and the net result will 
be to increase by over one million sterling 
the rateable value of the city. In addi- 
tion, 95,780 square yards of new streets 
have been concreted. Ten miles of streets 
have been adapted and plans approved for 
over seven miles of new streets. A complete 
survey is being made of all rivers and 
streams in the city with a view, as far 
as possible, to prevent flooding. 

Gas consumption in Belfast has in- 
creased so much that more than 25 miles 
of new mains have had to be laid this 
year, bringing the total up to 725 mules 
im service. ‘The gross profit on the sale of 
gas was £143,511, an increase of £8,053 
over last year’s, Gas sales increased by 
173,000,000 cubic feet, and there is a new 
high weekly output of 120,915,000 cubic 
feet. More than two natllion gallons of 
road tar were manufactured in the gas 
works’ chemical department during the

year, and most of this was taken by 
Northern local authorities for road. 
making. ‘The Belfast Corporation trans- 


port services are also in a sound condi- 
tion. The total revenue of the tramway 
section for six. months ending 30th 
September last was £505,555, an increase 
of £11,561, and the gross profit was 


£81 890. The omnibus section showed a 
slight deficit of £232. The combined 
passengers carried (tram and omnibus) 


were 66.518.608. an increase of 2,482 600 


compared with last year. 


A Page of History 

The report of the Deputy Keeper of the 
Records for Northern Ireland for the 
past year, which has been issued this 
week, mentions several interesting his- 
torical documents. Further work has been 
done by the Record Office upon Irish 
documents in the Library of Cambridge 
University. The first volume of “ Letters 
Concerning Ireland ” has been closely ex- 
amined, and found to contain so much his- 
torical matter that it was thought a proper 
subject for a consecutive calendar from 
the period Ist May, 1590, to 1595. More 
important documents contaimed in the 
volume have been photographed, and 
‘opies have been deposited at Northern 
Ireland records. They inclade several 
copies of letters from Queen Elizabeth to 
her Irish Governors and Generals hitherto 
unprinted. These are particularly in- 
teresting, as they reveal the efforts made 
to divide the Earls of Tyrone and Tyrcon- 
nel, and to subdue the Maguires of Fer- 
managh, with the aid of the O'Neill. 

A scheme for the pacification of the 
North, put forward by Justice Robert 
Gardner and Sir Harry Wallopp, might be 
regarded as the first Irish Home Rule 
proposal. The Earl of Tyrone and Tur- 
lough Lenough were to be conciliated “by 
being. commissioned together with the 
Governor, so that it may be understood 
their people and country are not in- 
tended to be injured, but to be brought to 
iwility, to their great profit.” Nothing 
appears to have come out of this scheme: 
for Queen Elizabeth writes to the Lord 
Deputy and Generals, complaining of the 
poor results achieved against Tyrone and 
O'Donnell. The record conclades with the 


observation: “ The photastat letters for 


1595 close with one from the English 
Privy Council to the Lord Deputy in 
Council reproving them, in a style and 


tone so familiar to that in the letters, 
purporting to come from the Queen her- 


self, as to raise a suspicion that they were 
drafted by the same hand.”’
